RAILROAD FARES AND SCHEDULES 


Through the cooperation of the 
New York Central Railroad we give 
on the next page a schedule of railroad 
and Pullman fares to Saranac Lake 
from representative cities in various 
parts of the United States. The sec- 
ond column in the table gives the 
round trip fare on the certificate plan. 


CERTIFICATE PLAN 


To secure the round trip fare on the 
certificate plan, which amounts to fare 
and one-third, the following rules must be 
observed: 

1. Be sure to ask for a certificate when 
you buy your ticket and see to it that the 
certificate is properly filled in and signed 
in the spaces designated by you and the 
ticket agent. There is no charge. 

2. Turn in your certificate at the regis- 
tration desk in Saranac Lake when you 
register. This certificate when validated, 
entitles you to one-third fare for the 
return trip. Your going fare will be at the 
full one-way rate. 


= 
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3. All persons attending the meeting are 
entitled to a certificate if they come from 
a distance where the railroad fare is 75c 
cr more. Since we must secure 150 certifi- 
cates in order to qualify for the reduced 
rate, we urge everyone to get a certificate 
whether he plans to use it or not. 

4. Please note that the certificate plan 
is applicable only when you return by the 
same route by which you came to Saranac 
Lake.

You will be entitled up to and in- 
cluding July 1 to purchase a return ticket 
which will be good for return passage to 
reach original starting point within 30 days 
in addition to date of sale of going ticket. 

6. You cannot receive the reduced fare 
for the return trip unless you secure a 
certificate at the time you purchase your 
going ticket.

Social Agencies Exempt? 


Should social work agencies be exempt 
from the provisions of the Wagner-Lewis 
Social Security Bill? At the present time 
“social, religious, health or other non- 
profit philanthropic’ agencies are ex- 
empted from the bill. Recently the Amer- 
ican Association of Social Workers sent 
to the Honorable Robert L. Doughton the 
following letter which expresses the opin- 
ion of that organization. 

March 15, 1935. 
Honorable Robert L. Doughton, 
House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. Doughton: 

The American Association of Social 
Workers wishes to register with the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House of 


Representatives its conviction that the 
Wagner-Lewis Bill, H.R. 4120, should not 
make exceptions of social, religious, health, 
or other non-profit philanthropic, charit- 
able, or educational organizations in con- 
nection with the payroll taxes to be im- 
posed for social insurance purposes. The 
reasons why this Association is opposed 
to any special exemptions which we un- 
derstand have been put into the Bill as 
it is to be reported from the House by 
the Ways and Means Committee are as 
follows: 


1. It is our belief that social insurance 
measures should be broad and all em- 
bracing insofar as wage earners and 
low salaried workers are concerned. 
All of the institutions and kinds of 


agencies which we have described | 


above would fall in this class. 

. The argument has been advanced 
that employment risks, etc., are not 
as great in these semi-public or non- 
profit organizations as in industrial 
organizations and that therefore the 
payroll tax would impose an unjusti- 
fied burden on the budgets of these 
agencies. It is our belief that that 
argument could also be advanced for 
certain industries and commercial 
employments which are not subject 
to hazards which others contain, but 
that every principle of insurance 
would be violated if the lesser risks 


were all exempted and the total cost — 


assessed against the heavier risks. 

. The argument has also been ad- 
vanced that the payroll tax can be 
passed on to the consumers by com- 
merce and industry, whereas it must 
become a fixed load on the budget 
of a charitable, educational, or other 
non-profit organization. This seems 
to the Association no competent ar- 
gument as compared with the fol- 
lowing: 

. The non-profit organizations men- 
tioned are all in a sense supporters 
ef advanced social legislation and 
would be severely compromised, we 
believe, in asking or accepting any 
exemption from a measure whose 
social purposes these agencies advo- 
cate for commercial or industrial 
enterprises. If such legislation is 
passed, we believe it should be as- 
sumed that such agencies would be 
the most willing of all payroll con- 
cerns to adjust their programs and 
policies to conform to this type of 
forward looking social legislation. 

. The Association believes that social 
workers and all other employees of 
social agencies should be given the 
same opportunities for security that 
exist in other types of employment. 
Through such means benefits would 
accrue to the credit of social, educa- 
tional, and other programs as are 
expected to accrue to commercial and 
industrial programs through the 
greater stability and security of the 
employed personnel. 

We hope very much that before report- 
ing this proposal to the House your Com- 
mittee will give consideration to these 
arguments for including charitable, relig- 
ious, health, and educational organiza-
